He is a prize winner in the 1995 
Markham Music Festival & Canadian Music Competition International Stepping Stone and is 
frequently invited to perform in concerts and on television across Ontario. In 1996, he 
reached the semi-final of the Montréal International Piano Competition and the 32nd 
International Piano Competition in Budapest. He has also appeared in a Liszt Programme on 


the CBC Network.
